The German Bishops have also 
been informed that no objection 
will be raised by French authori- 
ties whenever they wish to go to 
Rome for visits to the Holy See. 
It will be recalled that French of- 
ficers in Berlin made special facili- 
ties available to His Eminence 
Conrad Cardinal von Preysing for 
his journey to Rome to attend the 
Consistory in February, 1946. 

While these decisions would 
seem to indicate a lessening of the 
tension which has prevailed so far 


between several German Bishops | 


and the French Military authori- 
ties, relations continue to be some- 
what strained in other respects. 


Due to faulty transmission in 
the course of a long-distance com- 
munication, a report this corres- 
pondent recently received from 
Trier conveyed the impression that 
the French government had asked 
for the resignation of Archbishop 
Franz Rudolph Bornewasser of 
Trier. In reality, the French au- 
thorities had only requested dele- 
tion of various passages in a pas- 
toral issued by the Archbishop on 
the occasion of his silver jubilee. 
(The error was caused by the sim- 
ilarity of the German. terms 
“7uruecktreten” — “resign,” and 
“zuruecknehmen”—“withdraw.”

But Father is human, for all 
that.

and conversely, every slip on the 
part of a priest is a reflection on 
all the clergy. 


These are some of the consider- 
ations that lead Catholics to be 
reticent about the shortcomings of 
their priests. They may know 
them well, but they don’t discuss 
them. There is the fact that the 
priest is sacred, God’s anointed, so 
that uncharitableness or detraction 
aimed at him bears the taint of 
irreligion; and there is the fact 
that the priest holds a position 
in the community. His influence 
must be forever at a maximum if 
his sermons are to be effective and 
his counsels heeded. It is vital 
that the people have confidence in 
their spiritual leaders, and ethics 
forbids that anything be permitted 
to undermine this. 


The same considerations hold for 
the legal and medical professions.

We agree that Evangelical Chris- 
tains do not interpret the text as 
Catholics do because it would be 
fatal to their whole position. But 
because they do not so interpret 
it, it does not follow that their 
interpretation is right and that of 
the Catholic Church wrong. We 
need only to go back to early 
Christian writers to find what was 
the prevalent interpretation of 
that text from the days of the 
Apostles on. 

Ignatius, of the First Century; 
Cyprian of the second; Tertullian 
of the second; Origen of the third; 
Lactantius of the fourth, Eusebius 
of the fourth; Athenasius of the 
fourth, Augustine of the fifth and 
so on, interpreted that text in the 


‘same manner as all Christianity 


interpreted it for fifteen centuries. 

The editor of the Christian Evan- 
gelist continues: 

The desire for unity which is 
moving in the Christian world 
today is not a “desire for union 
with Peter and his successor the 
Pope,” but a desire for union 
with Christ as the One and only 
Head of His Church.

goths, Huns, Danes, Saxons and Normans, 
remarks that: 

“Lombard and Italian, Frank and Roman 
Gaul, Vandal Africa Visigoth and 
Iberin, Saxon and Norman and Briton, all 
alike—barbarous and 
the Catholic Church .... It alone was 
feared by the most terrible warriors and 
most unmitigated tyrants. This, then, was 
the power which was to bring order out of 
chaos; this Church of God, which had been 
lately converting a barbarous horde and had 
begun the work of forming a new society 
on the ruins of the old, was about to appeal 


to the Christian sentiments of her children 
and give a new life to the world... The 
Church had determined to convince her con- 
verts from paganism that men might be of 
various conditions in the social scale, but 
that they were all equally obliged to revere 
and defend the right, and to uphold the 
good of society.” 
The Truce Of God 

“As a most effective measure for the pre- 
servation of peace the Church introduced 
what is known as the ‘Truce of God’ in the 
year 988. To prevent wars she often found 
it necessary to pronounce excommunication 
against the Catholic ruler who started a 
war. The Church had her ‘synods of ar- 
bitration’ much like those which were intro- 
duced by a combination of nations in our 
twentieth century, and when war was 
threatened all the power of the Church was 
set in motion to prevent it. 

“Under the ‘Truce of God’ no one might 
engage in warfare during Advent, nor Lent, 
nor the Christmas season, nor, outside of 
these seasons, on any day between Wed- 
nesday and Sunday evenings. In fact, the 
Truce prevented fighting more than two- 
thirds of the year, and since warfare was

dict IX out of the way gave him a pension 
as a inducement to retire. While the 
“simony” charge was unfair since this 
Pope had nothing to do with the grant of 
money, he did not wish to rule if there 
were any suspicion directed against his 
character. Hence he resigned his office and 
retired to the Monastery of Chuny, where 
he died, in the odor of sanctity, in De- 
cember, 1046. 
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This Pope was a German, recommended 
by King Henry as one wholly deserving of 
the office of Sovereign Pontiff. He was 
crowned on Christmas Day, in 1046, at 
which time he also bestowed the imperial 
title on Henry III. 

This Pope presided over the Church only 
ten months, and at his death his remains 
were removed to Bamberg, Germany, 
whence he came. 


This candidate for the Papacy was alsd 
recommended by the Emperor, was chosen, 
took the name of Damasus II, but lived only 
three weeks.

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Leo IX was a great scholar and saint 
before his elevation. He sought to escape 
the heavy burden of the pontificate but 
when entreated to do so he started from 
Toul on foot in a pilgrim’s dress. As he 
drew near to Rome the whole city came 
forth to welcome him. To the electors he 
said: “We came in spite of ourselves, and 
shall be happy to return if our election does 
not meet with unanimous approval.” 

He was elected and enthroned by accla- 
mation in February, 1049. His first act 
was to call a Council in Rome in which he 
threatened to depose any Bishop or Abbot 
who held his position by measures savoring 
of simony. 

In the year 1055 this Pope held a Council 
in Florence at which the Emperor was 


request, so expressive of his benevolence in 
my regard, I cannot devote to journeys 
the time which I have promisd to con- 
scrate to God in solitude. I send the im- 
perial letter, in order that Your Holiness 
may decide, if it become necessary... . 
Labor, then, Most Holy Father, once more 
to raise up the kingdom of justice, and 
use the vigor of disciple to humble the 
wicked and to raise the courage of the 
good.” 

With Emperior Henry III back in Ger- 
many Benedict 1X who, as we have men- 
tioned, was induced to resign, was thrust 
back on the throne by his partisans, but 
grace prevailed. This one-time boy Pope 
‘alled for the Abbot of the Monastery of 
Grotto Feriata to hear his confession and 
asked to be directed along the right path. 
The Abbot urged him to spent the rest of 
his life in penance and not even.to think of 
exercising the priesthood, much less that 
of the Papacy. This advice he agreed to 
follow. 


Every session of the Council of Rheims 
was opened with the singing of the Veni 
Creator. This was the first indication we 
have that this sacred hymn is that old. 


After leaving Rheims the Pope went to 
Mentz to preside over a German Council, 
whereupon he returned to Italy. En route 
to Rome he presided over another Council 
at Siponta, at which two prelates accused 
of simony were deposed. 
months he convoked the Council of all the 
Italian Bishops for the purpose of taking 
action against Berengarius. 

Berengarius was the first one in more 
than 1000 years to call in question the 
teaching of the Catholic Church on the Holy 
Eucharist. He taught that Christ is not 
really and substantially present in the ad- 
orable Sacrament of the altar, but only in 
a figurative sense, but that He is present 
at the time He is received, much the same 
as Luther later taught. Berengarius had 
very few followers, and after his heresy 
was condemned at the Council of Rome it 
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the effect of that authority in meliorating 
manners, checking violence, and introducing 
a system of morals which inculcated peace, 
moderation and justice. 

“The Church had jts councils or convoca- 
tions of the clergy, which formed the na- 
tions professing Christianity into a con- 
nection resembling a federal] alliance, and 
those councils sometimes settled the titles 
and claims of princes, and regulated the 
temporal affairs of the Christian powers. 
The confederacy of the Christian nations 
was bound together by a sense of common 
duty and interest in respect to the rest of 
mankind.” 


Ii, of Germany, in the hope of procuring 
the most worthy candidate. 

This Emperor’s proposal of Leo IX 
proved to have been most satisfactory. 
Henry called a general diet of the Empire 
at Mentz and then at Augsburg to obtain 
the viewpoint of others. Those consulted 
decided that the learned and pious Hilde- 
brand could be trusted to name a satisfac- 
tory candidate. He proposed Gebhardt, 
Bishop of Eichstadt. But the humility of 
this Bishop resisted his selection over a 
period of six months. He even spread re- 
ports unfavorable to himself in order to 
escape the burden. He finally yielded to the 
Kmperor’s entreaties.

For him 
the question was not one of theology but 
nationalism. He wrote: “the seat of the 
Empire having been transferred by Con- 
stantine to the shores of Asia, the spiritual 
sovereignity ‘was no longer due to Rome, 
but to Constantinople.” 

The Pope’s letter had been carried to 
Constantinople by three legates. After be- 
ing assured that they could not reason with 
the Patriarch, they went to the Church 
of Santa Sophia, July, 1054 and in the 
presence of a large congregation, laid upon 
the altar a sentence of excommunication 
against Mirhael Cerularius and his adher- 


ents. Thereupon they returned to Rome!

mention Hal Chase playing second base. That is correct. However, I | 
believe it was with the New York Giants and not Cincinnati. This is) 


just a guess on my part as I have not checked the records, but I think 
it was when George Kelly was with the Giants. But I know Chase 
did play second base. Also, George Sisler, while with the Browns, 
played one game at second and a few games at third. Another thing 
about Chase, he batted right handed and threw left handed and he was 


the only player that threw left and batted right to lead the league in | 


hitting. Hal was also the first player to go from the American League 


and lead the National in hitting. Since then, O’Doul and Garms have | 
done it, while Fonseca has done it going from the National League to | 


the American (since 1903.) 

“Speaking of lefthand infielders few people know that Wee 
Willie Keeler started his major league career with the New York 
Giants in 1892 as a third baseman. Billy Carpenter, third baseman 
of the Cincinnati club of the old Association in 1882, was a left 
hander. There have been numerous left handed shortstops and 
catchers, among the shortstops having been George Van Haltren, 
Billy Hulen, McClelland, Greenwood and Irving Ray. Some of the 
left handed catchers were Jiggs Donahue, Fred Tenney, Tate 
Broughton, Clements and Wall. Wall was the last one, about 1902 
or 1903. The old Philllies of 1896 had in their regular lineup Clem- 
ents, catcher, and Hulen, shortstop, both left handers. That would 
be an oddity today.

“Hal Chase played 16 games at second base for Cincinnati in 1916,” 
writes the veteran John T. Morgan of Wheelbright, Mass., who has 
favored me before with interesting letters on baseball. “It might in- 
terest your readers to know that Mike Hines, Johnny Clements, Fred 
Tenney and Joe Wali were left handed throwing catchers in the majors.” 


Mr. Morgan’s letter helps me answer Mr. Mahoney, quoted first. | 


Christy Mathewson succeeded Buck Herzog as Cincinnati manager dur- 
ing the season of 1916 and it is possible that Matty was the manager 
when Chase was a temporary second baseman. 


Hal Went To Mass... 


“In regard to Hal Chase,” writes G. Jose Arellano of San 
Francisco, “he and I came from Los Gatos, Calif. and attended the 
University of Santa Clara together in 1903 and 1904. In his 
freshman year he won a place on the Santa Clara team, then 
coached by Charley Graham, now owner of the San Francisco Seals 
of the Pacific Coast League. He placed Hal on second base, where 
he starred on one of the best college teams on the coast. The follow- 
ing year Hal pitched and even caught behind the bat for Santa 


Clara and then he signed with the Los Angeles team of the Pacific | 


Coast League. At Los Angeles, Hal played first base for the first 
time in his baseball career. He was the first baseball player to 
play 18 or 20 feet from the bag. He was a natural athlete and

Marshall Directs 
Attention To New 
Phase Of Plight —

Washington, July 21—Secretary 
of State George ©. Marshall, noted 
for getting directly to the point, 
must have jolted the complacency 
of a good many people with the 


statements he made in his testi- 
mony before a House of Represen- 
tatives subcommittee holding hear- 
ings on the Stratton Bill to admit 
some of Europe’s displaced per- 
sons to this country. 

The soldier-statesman cut the 
ground from under those who 
would regard the admittance of 
DP’s as an academic question to 
he debated on the grounds of 
whether or not we ought to help 
these persons. “I desire to em- 
phasize at the outset,” he said, 
“that by supporting this bill, we 
are not asking Congress to take 
on a new problem. The problem 
of the displaced persons is one 
that Congress already has on its 
hands. It is a problem that. is 
ours as a result of our armies 
fighting their way into Germany 
and Austria and taking govern- 
mental control of our zones and 
with it the fate of these captives 
of the nazis. Congress is at pres- 
ent the ultimate governmental au- 
thority “for the 600,000 of these 
victims of the war now located in 
the American zones.” 

That sounded a new note for 
many persons in this country. It 
is not a question of whether or 
not we want to assume a new res- 
ponsibility, but whether or not we 
want to “get from under” on one 
we already have. 

Again at the very end of his 
statement, Secretary Marshall 
said something which, coming from 
our former Chief of Staff, should 
be pondered by one and all.

I earnestly 
hope that the Congress will reject 
the alternative of forcible repa- 
triation as a solution of this prob- 
lem. But this very difference of 
opinion has been a constant source 
of international friction. It will 
remain such a source of conflict 
and friction so long as these dis- 
placed persons remain in Germany 
and until they can strike new roots 
elsewhere in friendly soil.”

experiences at the time of the 1935 
Saar plebiscite under the Hitler re- 
gime were deleted by the- French 
censor in the Saar issue of “Paul- 
nus,” the Trier diocesan organ, of 
May 18, although the Archbishop 
had refused to make any change 
whatsoever in the text. Accord- 
ingly, the pastoral was read in full 
from all pulpits, even though 
French authorities had approached 
individual pastors, calling it to 
their attention that these para- 
graphs were taboo. 

Archbishop Bornewasser having 
refused to make the requested 
changes in his pastoral, this re- 
fusal had at first—and erroneous- 
ly—been interpreted by this cor- 
respondent’s informant as indicat- 
ing his refusal to acquiesce in the 
alleged French demand for his res- 
ignation. In addition came the 
garbling of his message in the 
course of its transmission. 

It is now confirmed that Father 
Hollenbach, S.J., of Saarbruecken, 
who for some time had edited a cir- 


tion of the Saar territory from 
the Reich proper was arrested by 
the French and sentenced to. one 
month in jail after he had carried 
the full text of this pastoral and 
widely distributed it. 

The French Military Govern- 
ment court had originally indicted 
the priest for the alleged hiding 
of a nazi agent and for possession 
of two typewriters used for mime- 
ographing his service. Father 
Tollenbach was accused of having 
failed to register these typewrit- 
ers with the authorities. The sup- 
posed nazi agent was subsequently 
acquitted and found to have been 
fully cleared by American auth- 
orities, while Father Hollenbach’s 
service had regularly been submit- 
ted to French censors for their in- 
formation. After the priest had 
been confined to jail, a special 
issue of his service was circulated 
among the clergy, including a con- 
troversy with the Archbishop 
which attempted to show that his 
arguments were “theologically un- 
sound.” It is not known who was 
responsible for this spurious pub- 
lication. 

In the local edition of the Trier 
diocesan organ the Saar censor 
also had deleted all references to 
German patriotic feeling which 
were included in various articles 
a to the Archbishop’s ju- 
11ee, 

Misgivings were also expressed 
by the French with regard to a 
recent. pastoral by Archbishop 
Groeber of Freiburg in Breisgau 
which had been released in connec- 
tion with the last Catholie chari- 
hes drive of that diocese. While 
conceding that the present food

She herself was a convert from 
agnosticism, having traveled the 
rough, mountainous road from un- 
belief to faith. She was received 
into the Church many months after 
graduating from the University of 


California at Berkeley. But it was | 


not there that she became convin- 


ced of the validity of the claims of | 
the Catholic Church. On the con- | 


trary, it was during her stay at 
the Whiversity, while she was pre- 
paring for a Bachelor’s degree in 
Psychology, that she lost what- 
ever Christian faith she had and 
became an avowed agnostic. 


Her statement was particularly 
interesting to me, for I had spent 
fourteen years (from 1907 to 
1921) as chaplain to the Catholic 
students on the University campus 
at Berkeley. Here, adjoining the 
grounds of the University, is sit- 
uated one of the most attractive 
and probably the best equipped of 
all the Catholic institutions that 
serve students in secular universi- 
ties: Newman Hall, with its beau- 
tiful chapel, its fine library, and 
its recreation rooms. Two Paulist 
priests are stationed here who 
give their whole time to the stu- 
dents. In addition to serving more 
than 1,700 Catholic students, they 
receive every year a number of 
converts into the Church, and are 
& source of eéncouragement and 
strength to many others. 


When I expressed my astonish- | 


ment that she had not gone to 
Newman Hall to find the answer 
to her problems, she replied that 
she was but one of many thousand 
non-Catholics in the University 
and that she knew but few Catho- 
lic students. The only two whom 
she knew well were members of 
her own sorority. Neither of these 


showed any interest whatever in. 


her spiritual struggle. From that 
she concluded that their Church 
had nothing to offer her. 


“If only Catholics knew!” “If 
only Catholics knew,” she remark- 
ed, “what agony it is to be filled 
with doubts, confusion, and utter 
chaos about the most essential 
facts of life, I’m sure they would 
do all they could to help.

“Hungary is the test case of east- 
ern Europe,’ Aladar Szegedy- 
Maszak, former Hungarian Minis- 
ter to the United States, declared 
at a luncheon of the Rotary Club 
here.

understanding and good-will. It is not a secular state in the 
sense France or Russia are secular states; for in all its official 
acts, God is recognized and honor is paid to Him. It respects 
religion and solemnly guarantees its free exercise. 

Religious convictions are deep-seated in men who sincerely 
adhere to their creeds. Lest these convictions become the source 
of strife, the law of charity must be fully understood and applied. 
It means particularly that we must try to understand differences 
while we do not accept the creeds of those who differ. This is not 


the same thing as an indifferent attitude which proclaims that 
one religion is as good as another. In most cases, this doctrine 
is not believed, for men accept the faith they follow because they 
believe it to be true. We are called upon to respect the sincere 


religious convictions that men hold, while at the same time we’ 


may disagree. 

This fortunate land has been freer from religious strife 
than many other lands. Periods of brief persecution and bigotry 
have marred our history, but generally some sort of good-will 
has been maintained. All good Americans heartily desire that 
it continue. Men and women who dedicate themselves to this 
fundamental American proposition of understanding among men 
of varying faiths perform one of the greatest possible services 
ito the Republic. 
for there is in every group a loud, lunatic fringe that in our 
day can undo the work of years. They do not speak for the 
group, despite the fact that they often pretend to speak with 
authority. At times it is a Catholic who emerges and adopts the 
tone of a herald of the Church Universal. Then it is a non- 
Catholic who gets excited, particularly if he happens to be the 
victim of another’s verbal shafts. He too may then assume an 
authority to which he is in no way entitled. 

Freedom of speech and communication is guaranteed, how- 
ever, since Americans believe that citizens by and large are people 
of discrimination and common sense and that they will take upon 
themselves the civic burden of coming to rational conclusions 
after a study of the facts. 


“THE American Republic is dedicated to the proposition that 


>this land that we all realize this. I do not mean to say that a 
general hush-hush policy must forever characterize our discus- 
sions of vital public questions touching religious belief. Such a 
general self-imposed censorship is neither healthy nor wise. It 
is necessary for all of us, however, to keep certain important modes 
of procedure in mind. First, public questions involving inter- 
creedal relations should be raised only with the greatest moderation 
and restraint. Secondly, an equal moderation and restraint must 
be exercised by those affected by the questions raised. All 
parties must assume the good faith of contestants, despite occa- 
sional evidence to the contrary. It goes without saying that we 
ought to keep these things in mind even in matters wherein public 
policy is not involved. 


It is not necessary for me to emphasize the grave crisis that

In ordinary political questions it is not. 


‘now confronts not only Americans but all people throughout the 
world. It is especially a time when all people holding to the 
'fundamental belief in the Supreme Being and His law are called 
‘upon to minister to spiritual and material needs in the spirit of 
the tradition that underlies our Western heritage. The promotion 
of religious strife at such a period distracts from the greater task 
‘and undermines the religious faith of men. The divisions that 
separate people into warring, hostile camps are numerous enough 
'without one giving emphasis to the tragic differences that char- 
acterize the religious world. 

The Catholic citizen vigorously denies that he seeks openly 
or covertly, through plan or through plot, to subvert any guar- 
anteed right or established institution of this free democracy. He 
‘asks first that his fellow-citizens accept this attitude and he offers 
as his guarantee the lives and services of the many intelligent and 
sincere Catholic Americans who are not, nor could not be, duped 
by the clever machinations of sinister forces. Catholics, as other 
‘people, may be in error on questions of public policy, but they 
will never be convinced of that error by charges of disloyalty or 
‘aspersions cast upon their creed or their religious leaders. It is 
‘the fairly frequent reference to these matters that has made so 
difficult the urgent need for cooperation of Catholics and’ non- 
‘Catholics on the vital problem of a broken world.

Period 


Pope Gregory VI—1046 


Church Was Savior 
Of Society 


During the early Middle Ages the Church | 45— 
was the only power competent to promote 
and keep peace, difficult as it was because 
of the ambitions and the blood-thirstiness 


Benedict IX was urged to abdicate his 
high office, for which he was unworthy, and 
a successor was elected who took the name 
of Gregory VI. There are some who charge 
this Pope with obtaining the Papacy by 
simony insofar as those who wanted Bene- 
dict IX out of the way gave him a pension 
inducement to retire. While the 
charge was unfair since this 
Pope had nothing to do with the grant of 
money, he did not wish to rule if there 
were any suspicion directed against his 
character. Hence he resigned his office and 
retired to the Monastery of Chuny, where 
he died, in the odor of sanctity, in De- 
cember, 1046.

The Truce Of God 151—St. Leo 1A—1054 

“As a most effective measure for the pre- 
servation of peace the Church introduced 
what is known as the ‘Truce of God’ in the 
year 988. To prevent wars she often found 
it necessary to pronounce excommunication 
against the Catholic ruler who started a 
war. The Church had her ‘synods of ar- 
bitration’ much like those which were intro- 


feared by the most terrible warriors and 
This, then, was 


the power which was to bring order out of 


most unmitigated tyrants. 


chaos; this Church of God, which had been 
lately converting a barbarous horde and had 
begun the work of forming a new society 
on the ruins of the old, was about to appeal 


This candidate for the Papacy was alsd 
recommended by the Emperor, was chosen, 
took the name of Damasus II, but lived only 
three weeks. 


Leo IX was a great scholar and saint 
before his elevation. He sought to escape 
the heavy burden of the pontificate but 
when entreated to do so he started from 
Toul on foot in a pilgrim’s dress. As he 
drew near to Rome the whole city came 
forth to welcome him. To the electors he 
said: “We came in spite of ourselves, and 
shall be happy to return if our election does 
not meet with unanimous approval.” 

He was elected and enthroned by accla- 
mation in February, 1049. His first act 
was to call a Council in Rome in which he 
threatened to depose any Bishop or Abbot 
who held his position by measures savoring 
of simony. 

In the year 1055 this Pope held a Council 
in Florence at which the Emperor was 
present. 

Pope Victor II died in Tuscany while re- 
turning from Germany on July 28, 1057. 

The greatest sorrow came to Leo with the 
report of the revolt of the Byzantine 
Greeks against the Roman Church. The 
Patriarch of Constantinople had long 
wished to be supreme in the east and on an 
equal plane with the Pope in Rome. The 
Greeks never directly attacked the Roman 
Primacy, but the prejudices of the Greeks 
for the Latins, of the east for the west, 
made subjection to the See of Rome very 
distasteful. 

St. Leo died in April, 1054, after'a most 
laborous pontificate full of fruit for the 
Church which had suffered much from the 
iIncompetency of many Prelates appointed 
or forced on the Church by ambitious civil 
rulers. 


twentieth century, and when war was 
threatened all the power of the Church was 
set in motion to prevent it. 

‘Under the ‘Truce of God’ no one might 
engage in warfare during Advent, nor Lent, 
nor the Christmas season, nor, outside of 
these seasons, on any day between. Wed- 
nesday and Sunday evenings. In fact, the 
Truce prevented fighting more than two- 
thirds of the year, and since warfare was 
conducted only by means of the sword, con- 
flicts did little damage compared to modern 
wars. 

“Exempted from the eviis of war were 


tutions, but men, children, pilgrims, farm- 
ers and all implements of agriculture. The 
idea was to give an opportunity for angry 
passions to subside, allow a respite for sober 
thinking, and to keep the supply of food 
moving.” 

Chancellor Kent, in his Commentaries on 
American Law, Vol. I, lect. I, pp. 9-10, 
writes: 

“There were five institutions existing 
about the period of the eleventh century, 
which made a deep impression upon Eur- 
ope, and contributed in a very essential de- 
gree, to improve the law of nations... Of 
all these causes of reformation; the most 
weight is to be attributed to the intimate 
alliance of the great powers as one Chris- 
tian community ... The history of Europe, 
during the early periods of modern history, 
abounds with interesting and strong cases, 
to show the authority of the Church over 
turbulent princes and fierce warriors, and 
the effect of that authority in meliorating 
manners, checking violence, and introducing 
a system of morals which inculcated peace, 
moderation and justice. 

“The Church had its councils or econvoea- 
tions of the clergy, which formed the na- 
tions professing Christianity into a con- 
nection resembling a federal alliance, and 
those councils sometimes settled the titles 
and claims of princes, and regulated the 
temporal affairs of the Christian powers. 
The confederacy of the Christian nations 
was bound together by a sense of common 
duty and interest in respect to the rest of 


mankind.” 


152—Pope Victor 1|—1057 


In the year 1054 it was decided that the 
Cardinals alone would thenceforth elect 
the Supreme Pontiff. Upon the death of 
Leo IX, the Cardinals consulted with Henry 
II, of Germany, in the hope of procuring 
the most worthy candidate. 

This Emperor’s proposal of Leo IX 
proved to have been most satisfactory, 
Henry called a general diet of the Empire 
at Mentz and then at Augsburg to obtain 
the viewpoint of others. Those consulted 
decided that the learned and pious Hilde- 
brand could be trusted to name a satisfac- 
tory candidate. He proposed Gebhardt, 
Bishop of Eichstadt. But the humility of 
this Bishop resisted his selection over a 
period of six months. He even spread re- 
ports unfavorable to himself in order to 
escape the burden. He finally yielded to the 
tmperor’s entreaties. 


Church History Of 
The Period 


At this time St. Peter Damian lived at 
Ravenna. He was a most austere monk 
who shunned the limelight. When, there- 
fore, Emperior Henry sent for him to come 
to Rome to assist the Pope with his coun- 
sel, St. Peter Damian sent his reply to the 
Pope rather than the Emperor, in which 
he wrote: “Nothwithstanding the Emperor’s 
request, so expressive of his benevolence in 
my regard, I cannot devote to journeys 
the time which I have promisd to con- 
scrate to God in solitude. I send the im- 
perial letter, in_order that Your Holiness 
may decide, if it become necessary. ... 
Labor, then, Most Holy Father, once more 
to raise up the kingdom of justice, and 
use the vigor of disciple to humble the 
wicked and to raise the courage of the 
good.” 


With Emperior Henry III back in Ger- 
many Benedict IX who, as we have men- 
tioned, was induced to resign, was thrust 
back on the throne by his partisans, but 
grace prevailed. This one-time boy Pope 
called for the Abbot of the Monastery of 
Grotto Feriata to hear his confession and 
asked to be directed along the right path. 
The Abbot urged him to spent the rest of 
his life in penance and not even to think of 
exercising the priesthood, much less that 
of the Papacy. This advice he agreed to 
follow. 


Every session of the Council of Rheims 
was opened with the singing of the Veni 
Creator. This was the first indication we 
have that this sacred hymn is that old. 


After leaving Rheims the Pope went to 
Mentz to preside over a German Council, 
whereupon he returned to Italy. En route 
to Rome he presided over another Council 
at Siponta, at which two prelates: accused 
of simony were deposed. After a few 
months he convoked the Council of all the 
Italian Bishops for the purpose of taking 
action against Berengarius. 


Berengarius was the first one in more 
than 1000 years to call in question the 
teaching of the Catholic Church on the Holy 
Eucharist. He taught that Christ is not 
really and substantially present in the ad- 
orable Sacrament of the altar, but only in 
a figurative sense, but that He is present 
at the time He is received, much the same 
as Luther later taught. Berengarius had 
very few followers, and after his heresy 
was condemned at the Council of Rome it 
came to an early end. 


The condemnation only made Berengarius 
angry and insulting as the excommunication 
of Luther four centuries later, made him 
angry and insulting. This heretic later 
abjured his error during the Pontificate 
of Gregory VII, after which he withdrew 


to a monastery to repent and perform 
works of penance. 


Michael Cerularius, who had once been 
banished for his share in a political con- 
spiracy but afterwards embraced the re- 
ligious life, was placed on the Patriarchal 
throne of Constantinople. With great brav- 
ado he excommunicated the Roman Church 
in the name of the Greeks “the faithful 
guardians of the evangelical faith.” 

He then closed all churches and monas- 

- teries of the Latin Rite throughout his jur- 
isdiction until they would conform to the 
Greek Rite. He excommunicated all who 
had recourse to the Holy See and rebaptized 
all who had received the Sacrament accord- 
ing to the Roman Rite. 

St. Leo sent an incontrovertible answer 
to Michael Cerularius, the arguments of 
which were completed ignored. For him 
the question was not one of theology but 
nationalism. He wrote: “the seat of the 
Empire having been transferred by Con- 
stantine to the shores of Asia, the spiritual 
sovereignity was no longer due to Rome, 
but to Constantinople.” 

The Pope’s letter had. been carried to 
Constantinople by three legates. After be- 
ing assured that they could not reason with 
the Patriarch, they went to the Church 
of Santa Sophia, July, 1054 and in the 
presence of a large congregation, laid upon 
the altar a sentence of excommunication 
against Mirhael Cerularius and his adher- 

ents. Thereupon they returned to Rome!

“In a recent column,” writes J. J. Mahoney of St. Louis, Mo., “you 


mention Hal Chase playing second base. That is correct. However, I | 
believe it was with the New York Giants and not Cincinnati. This is | 


just a guess on my part as I have not checked the records, but I think 


it was when George Kelly was with the Giants. But I know Chase | 
Also, George Sisler, while with the Browns, | 
played one game at second and a few games at third. Another thing | 


did play second base. 


about Chase, he batted right handed and threw left handed and he was 
the only player that threw left and batted right to lead the league in 
hitting. Hal was also the first player to go from the American League 
and lead the National in hitting. Since then, O’Doul and Garms have 
done it, while Fonseca has done it going from the National League to 
the American (since 1903.) 

“Speaking of lefthand infielders few people know that Wee 
Willie Keeler started his major league career with the New York 
Giants in 1892 as a third baseman. Billy Carpenter, third baseman 
of the Cincinnati club of the old Association in 1882, was a left 
hander. There have been numerous left handed shortstops and 
catchers, among the shortstops having been George Van Haltren, 
Billy Hulen, McClelland, Greenwood and Irving Ray. Some of the 
left handed catchers were Jiggs Donahue, Fred Tenney, Tate 
Broughton, Clements and Wall. Wall was the last one, about 1902 
or 1903. The old Philllies of 1896 had in their regular lineup Clem- 
ents, catcher, and Hulen, shortstop, both left handers. That would 
be an oddity today. 

“Check and see where Hal played second base, and if it was 
Cincinnati was it under Herzog or Mathewson?”

“Hal Chase played 16 games at second base for Cincinnati in 1916,” 
writes the veteran John T. Morgan of Wheelbright, Mass., who has 
favored me before with interesting letters on baseball. “It might in- 
terest your readers to know that Mike Hines, Johnny Clements, Fred 
Tenney and Joe Wall were left handed throwing catchers in the majors.”

ing the season of 1916 and it is possible that Matty was the manager 
when Chase was a temporary second baseman.

Hal Went To Mass... 


“In regard to Hal Chase,” writes G. Jose Arellano of San 
Francisco, “he and I came from Los Gatos, Calif. and attended the 
University of Santa Clara together in 1903 and 1904. In his 
freshman year he won a place on the Santa Clara team, then 
coached by Charley Graham, now owner of the San Francisco Seals 
of the Pacific Coast League. He placed Hal on second base, where 
he starred on one of the best college teams on the coast. The follow- 
ing year Hal pitched and even caught behind the bat for Santa 
Clara and then he signed with the Los Angeles team of the Pacific 
Coast League. At Los Angeles, Hal played first base for the first 
time in his baseball career. He was the first baseball player to 
play 18 or 20 feet from the bag. He was a natural athlete and 
could box, play football and was a star on a billiard table, in 
addition to his great ability as a baseball player. He attended 
Mass with us on Sundays, but never embraced the Faith. He 


married a Catholic girl in St. Joseph’s at San Diego, Calif. They 
had one son, Harold, Jr.
